, vic’s associate editors in an especially 
brutal murder in which a 9-year-old girl 
also died. . .. v ; 

1 THESE UNSOLVED murders were 
| blamed by anti-Communist colleagues 
on secret agents of the Yugoslavian gov- 
ernment operating in the United States, 
as have been other assassination plots, 
bombings, and beatings both here and in 
Western Europe.
